Control by State 


Asheville, N, C., Sept. 21.—Both 
railroad and bus officials present- 
ed their arguments at the thvree- 
day session of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission here last week. 

R. O. Self of Raleigh, bus com- 
missioner in North Carolina, and 
members of the Corporation Com-| 
mission advocated state rather} 
than Federal regulation of bus) 
traffic on the grounds that motor 
transporation was essentially a 
loeal problem. 

Railroad interesis, on the other 
hand, sought to show that the 
operation of buses had materially 
reduced passenger traffic and that 
Federal regulation that would t.nd 
to eliminate either one form of} 
transportation or the other on 
routes where there was _ insuffi- 
cient business to support both 
properly was needed to meet the 
situation that has arisen. 

The regional hearing just clesed 
here was attended by bus and 
motor transporation interests from 
the entire South, regulatory bodies 
from Kentucky, Virginia, Ten- 
néssee, North and South Carolina, 
Georgia and other states in the 
Southeastern area, as well as rail- 
road representatives and officials 
from practically all of the rail- 
roads operating in the South.

Building Gains in 
August, But Is Stil 
Below 1925 Record 


August building reports re- 
ceived by S. W. Straus & Co. 
from 454 cities and towns show 
a gain of 3 per: cent. over July, 
but a decline of about 9 per 
cent from August, 1925. 

The August figures bring ‘the 
less for the first eight months of 
the year to approximately 6 per 
cent. for the entire country. While 
there was an August loss of 20 per 
cent..in New Yerk city, the list of 
twenty-five leading cities shows a- 
‘decline of only 5 per cent. and a 
igain over July this year of about 
7 per cent. These figures would 
seem to indicate that building ac- 
tivity is at present holding stronger 
in the centers of population than 
im. the smaller places. 

Among the forty-seven states re- 
porting in August to the Straus Sur- 
vey, twenty-four and the District 
of Columbia showed gains and 
twenty-three states reporied losses 
from August, 1925. 

The August total of 454 cities 
and towns reporting was $371,178,- 
205. compared with $407,156,159 
last. August and $358,632,220 in 
July this year.

Reports for August indicate that 
the building materials market was 
healthier than it has been for seme 
time.

With the exception of a slight 
reduction in the price of cement 
at two of the Eastern mills, de- 
clines in the price of commen 
brick at Cleveland, Denver and 
Seattle, and increases im the latter 
material at Boston, Los Angeles 
and Kansas City, few changes were 
reported. Due to local conditions, 
activity in the Detroit materials 
market was not very great and 
prices of a number of materials 
fell, notably erushed stone, lime, 
common briek and hollow tile.

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Worm Drive Gains 


ITH the adoption by the Stearns organization of worm- 

drive rear axles for its new line, this type of final 

drive registers a 100 per cent. gain over its previous stand- 

ing. Stutz launched a car with this rear axle construction 
just prior to the national automobile shows last year. 

Rumor has it that a number of important production 
manufacturers are preparing to adopt worm-drive rear axles. 
Specific names are mentioned, but in no case has it been 
possible to obtain definite confirmation. 

The point to consider, however, is that there seems 
to be developing a definite trend toward worm-drive 
axles. When the shows arrive it would not be surprising 
to find this tendency well enough established to make it 
certain that it is to be a major development in the field 
of design in the immediate future. Two swallows do 
not make a spring, but two swallows frequently indicate 
a whole flock on the wing. 


Reaping the Whirlwind 
VER since the dawn of the automotive era, the used car 
problem has been a thorn in the sides of dealers. Never 
before had an industry established the precedent of taking 
in its used products as part payment for new ones. Tailors 
never have accepted partly worn suits in payment for new 
ones. Grocers have rather consistently avoided rebates for 
emptied tin cans and another industry, which shall be name- 

less, never gave anything back on empty bottles. _ 

The trouble in the case of the automotive industry began 
in a small way when the industry itself was very small. 
Dealers in those days were few; they were the only people in 
the community who knew anything about motor vehicles. 
Their shops were the motor vehicle headquarters for all 
types of automotive merchandise, used, as well as new. The 
demand for cars far outpaced the supply. Those. early 
dealers did not have great difficulty in selling used vehicles. 

That was the small beginning, but, like a snowball on a 
hillside, it has grown to tremendous proportions. It is always 
a dangerous matter to start something the end of which 
cannot be foreseen. 
looked ahead, it probably would have disposed of the used 
car problem in the very beginning. 

How far seemingly innocuous matter of this kind can go 
may be judged from a recent dispatch to the Automotive 
Daily News from Chicago. One of the prominent used car 
dealers of that city was lamenting the conditions under 
which he had to do business. It seems that taking in used 
cats is now one of the least of his worries. His real trouble 
begins when some promising customer arrives on his floor 
with an offer of a piano, a radio set, a washing machine, a 
-furnace, or a dining room suite, as part of the down payment 
on a car. 
far behind. The dealer who weakens once by accepting some 
merchandise other than automotive is certainly sowing the 
wind and the whirlwind will not be far behind. 





“The motor truck is furnishing a service that the rail- 
roads and express companies are not furnishing.

Inventor Designs Safety Barrier 
For Motorists at Rail Crossings 








* 








Rochester, N. Y., Sept. 21.—A 
safety barrier designed to prevent 
railroad grade crossing accidents 
by barring all vehicular traffic 
from the crossing while electric 
cars or steam trains are passing 
recently has been patented by Dr. 
Peter Pace of Rochester. Dr. Pace 
has spent seven years in experi- 
mental work on the device, and 
railroad men and others who have 
seen models in operation say it has 
much merit. 

The barriers consist of two iron 
gates, one on each side of the cross- 
ing and set back fifteen feet from 
the outside tracks. Normally, the 
gates, which extend the entire 
width of the highway, are con- 
cealed in covered pits beneath the 
highway level. The approach of 
trains or cars sets in operation 
electric motors in the pits. 

The gates begin to rise, a red 
light shows and the‘ gong rings. 
When the train or car has passed, 
magnets in the pits draw the gates 
back into concealment, the red 
light changes to green and the 
gong. stops ringing. Automatic, 





waterproof trapdoors cover the 
openings in the road through which 
the gates operate. In cold weather 
the pits are heated so that ice and 
snow quickly melt and cannot in- 
terfere with operation. 

Should a motorist fail to heed 
the warning of gong, light and gate 
and drive on the tracks, it would be 
possible for him to back through 
one gate or drive across the track- 
and through the other, as the gates 
maybe pushed outward toward the 
highway, but not inward toward 
the tracks. ,
